U.S. embassies and 
military installations 
will be on hill alert this 
weekend and next week, 
sources said. 

The alert went out 
after the CIA said it has 
alarming evidence that 
major terrorist groups, 
in Europe and the Mid- 
east may be joining 
f orces against Amer- 
icans for the first time . 

Sources said the 
agency has learned of 
meetings between Mid- 
east terrorists and lead- 


ers of Western European 
guerrilla groups, includ- 
ing the Red Brigades of 
Italy and the Baader- 
Meinhoff gang of West 
Germany.- 


The meetings -have | 
taken place over the 
last month in Spain, 
Portugal and Greece, 
the sources said. 

Extraordinary security 
also has been put into 
place in Washington for 
the inauguration. 

Reagan could be 
particularly vulnerable 
tonight through Monday 
because of the many ap- 
pearances he will make, 
officials said. 

On Monday the Presi- j 
dent will visit Capitol 
Hill, travel in a parade 
down Pennsylvania 
Avenue, sit in a review- 
ing box for several 
hours and show up at 
eight inaugural balls 
around Washington. 

A force of at least 15,000 
from the police, Secret 
Service and military 
have been assigned to 
inaugural security, in- 
cluding guarding against 
an aerial attack during 
the ceremony. 

Reagan will travel in 
a new armored limou- 
sine during the inaugu- 
ral parade Monday and 
an estimated 140,000 
guests at Reagan’s 
swearing-in ceremony 
on Capitol Hill will have 
to pass through metal 
detectors.
